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DETAILED ACTION 

The response filed 2/7/07presents remarks and arguments to the office action 
mailed 8/8/06. Applicants' request for reconsideration of the rejection of claims in the 
last office action has been considered. 

Applicants' arguments, filed, have been fully considered but they are not deemed 
to be persuasive. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office 
actions are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are either 
reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the complete set presently being applied to 
the instant application. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 2/16/07 has been 
received and acknowledged. 

Status of Claims 

Claims 3-4, 8-9, 11, 25 and 33-39 are been examined. Claims 1-2, 5-7, 10, 12-24 and 
26-32 have been canceled. 

Claim Rejections -35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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Claims 8-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. This is a written description rejection. 

Claim 8 recites terms such as "hematopoietic growth factor" (see para 0298 of 
the specification), "immunosuppressive agent", "antibiotics" (see 0305), 
"corticorsteroid", "immunomodulatory agent" are very broad and are not defined in the 
specification. With regards to the term derivative as it relates to the pharmacologically 
active mutants as in claim 9 also description give (see para. 0301) Examples of 
derivatives include, but are not limited to, pegylated derivatives and fusion proteins, 
such as proteins formed by fusing lgG1 or lgG3 to the protein or active portion of the 
protein of interest does not support for the broad term. 

A lack of adequate written description issue arises if the knowledge and level of 
skill in the art would not permit one skilled in the art to immediately envisage the product 
claimed from the disclosed process. See, e.g., Fujikawa v. Wattanasin, 93 F.3d 1559, 
1571 , 39 USPQ2d 1895, 1905 (Fed. Cir. 1996) (a "laundry list" disclosure of every 
possible moiety does not constitute a written description of every species in a genus 
because it would not "reasonably lead" those skilled in the art to any particular species); 
In re Ruschig, 379 F.2d 990, 995, 154 USPQ 118, 123 (CCPA 1967). 

An applicant may also show that an invention is complete by disclosure of 
sufficiently detailed, relevant identifying characteristics which provide evidence that 
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applicant was in possession of the claimed invention, i.e., complete or partial structure, 
other physical and/or chemical properties, functional characteristics when coupled with 
a known or disclosed correlation between function and structure, or some combination 
of such characteristics. 

Maintained Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) or 1 .321 (d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 3-4, 8-9, 1 1 , 25 and 33-39 remain provisionally rejected under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over 
claims 3-4 and 7-13 of U.S. Patent Application No. 10/515,270. Although the conflicting 
claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other. The reasons 
are as follows: 

Both sets of claims refer to treating chronic uveitis (see claim 7 of copending 
application) and claims 3-4 of the instant application. The co-pending application 
claim 7 thus anticipate the instant claims in the treatment of uveitis. 
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The claims of the copending application uses the drug wherein the selective 
cytokine inhibitory drug is cyclopropanecarboxylic acid {2-[1 -(3-ethoxy-4-methoxy- 
phenyl)-2-methanesulfonyl-ethyl]-3-oxo-2,3-dihydro- 1 H-isoindol-4-yl-amide which is 
the same drug used in the instant application for the treatment of uveitis. The 
compositions recited in the copending claims thus anticipate the instant claims 
regarding co-pending claim 12 and support obviousness of the instant claims for the 
other copending claims. 

In view of the foregoing, the copending application claims and the current 
application claims are obvious variations.
